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Preserving Hints 


It is now the season for canning fruits 
and vegetables and, though the price of 
sugar may be high, thus tending to dis- 
couage housekeepers from canning as 
much fruit as they otherwise would do, 
yet there are few whowill care to be 
without a fair supply for the long 
period until the fresh product is avail- 
able again. 

Every year a large number of cans 
of fruit and vegetables spoil and, es- 
pecially under present conditions, it is 
important to reduce the loss to a min- 
imum. This is done by ensuring thor- 
ough sterilization of the jars into which 
the product is put and thorough ssteril- 
ization of the product itself. The germ 
of decay, moulds and bacteria are pract- 
ically always present and unless des- 
troyed, will attack and spoil the fruit 
and vegetables. Moulds usualty form 
on the surface only, but when the pro- 
duet becomes soured, the whole of the 
product is spoiled. This souring, or 
‘‘Flat Sour’’ as it is called, is due to 
various causes, 

In the bulletin on ‘‘The Preservation 
of Fruits and Vegetables,’’ issued by 
the Horticultural Division in 1919, the 
author, Miss Margaret Ma:farlane, 
gives the following causes for Flat 
Sour: 

1. By the vegetables being allowed 
to stand in the cold water of the blanch 
ing period for a longer time than is 
necessary. Never blanch or cold dip 
more than you can pack at once. 

2. By the jars being allowed to stand 
after being filled with boiling water, 
before being placed in the canner or 
sterilizer. If one ortwo of the jars 
are in the canner a few minutes longer 
than is necessary the fruit or vegetables 
will not be affected, while if the jar 
were left on the table for a correspond- 
ing length of time ‘‘flat sour’’ might 
be started. 

3. By the jars being placed close to- 
gether after being taken from the 
canner which prevents their cooling 
rapidly. 

4. By the product being allowed to 
stand over night before canning. Peas 
beans, corn and asparagus which are 
overripe or too mature when canned 
will readily ‘‘Flat Sour.’’ 

To prevent ‘‘flat sour’’;— 

1. Can within five hours after pick- 
ing.

3. Blanch, cold dip and pack one jar 
of the product at a time, and place 
each jar in the canner asit is packed, 
The first jar will not be affected by ex- 
tra cookings 

4. Cool the jars as quickly as pos- 
sible, but do not let a draught strike 
them. 


Another important factor in success- 
ful canning is the preparation of the 
canning utensils. The following quot- 
ation from the bulletin already referred 
to deals with this. 


“If jar hes been used the previous 
year, special attention must be paid to 
washing. Wash carefully in clean, hot 
soapy water. Rinse in hot water and 
test. Test every jar, top, and rubber. 
See that the edges of the jar or top are 
not rough, by running your finger 
around the edge. All sharp edges 
should be filed or scraped off. Filleach 
jar half full of warm water, adjust the 
rubber, put on the cover and snap the 
wire clamp. Turn jar upside down to 
see if it leaks. In using a Perfect Seal 
jar, if the jar leaks, the clamp may be 
tightened by turning the spring of the 
clampunderneath the word ‘‘tight’’ on 
the neck of the bottle. 

Never use a rubber ring which has 
been used before. Old rubbers lose 
their elasticity, are brittle and break 
when stretched. Test rubber by hold- 
ing the ring and pressing tightly. Turn 
it over and reverse the fold in the 
same place. A good rubber ring will

The quality is thus 
‘evidenced, for this prize was won in| 
competition with seed grown in one of 
best seed growing areas in the United | 
States. 
A three acre fieldof alsike clover gave 
a yield of six bushels to the acre. Six- 
ty-five cents a pound is the value of this 
seed and it brought a.return of three 
hundred dollars to the ucre. Yelluw 
sweet clover on a three and a half acre 
field at Tilley had a yield of five bushels 
and fifty pouud tothe acre. At thirty- 
five cents a pound, or twenty-one dollars 
a bushel, a return of more than one 
hundred dollars an acre was obtained 
from these three and a half acres. That 
similar results can also be obtained on 
larger fields is shown by the harvest} 
taken from nineteen and a half acres 
acres of white sweet clover planted on 
the C. P. R. Demonstration Farm at 
Tilley.
